NO LEGAL OBLIGATION. 

There is no legal obligation for any 
description of motor vehicle to carry a 
speedometer, but no purchaser of a motor 
car to-day would think of buying a car 
which had not such a'fitting: A spéedo- 
meter is, in fact, a protection to the 
ordinary driver and brings him to earth 
when he is inclined to. use. his full throttle 
on every kind and condition of roadway. 
Its value to a 'bus driver, whose driving 
is scrutinised much more. closely than that 
| of the private driver, should, therefore, be 
considerable, and companies and owners 
of such vehicles would, one would imagine, 
provide such an instrument for, their 
servants’ protection. . That such. equip- 
ment. is an absolute essential on all trpes 
of motor vehicles is an opinion long held 
by the traffic authorities, who believe it 
would contribute in a large measure to 
the safety and convenience of the public.

WO important schemes of city - road 
widening have now been agreed on, | 
the completion’ of which, it is expected; 
will result in a comparatively free flow of 
trafic at two points where at “present 
delays, congestion, and _ interruption~ of 
transport take place every few minutes of 
the day.. The space allotted to vehicular 
|} traffic on the western side of O'Connell 
Bridge is to be made three. times “its 
present width, while Butt Bridge is to be 
widened so as to be able to take four lines 
of heavy traffic.

PLANS ADOPTED. 

The plans in both instances have been 
approved and accepted by the authorities 
concerned, and the work at O'Connell 
Bridge will be taken in hand this month.

Remarkable evidence was given at an 4n- 
quest held by Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for 
South County Dublin; in the Royal. City oj 
Dublin Hospital. yesterday, on, the body of a 
young married woman, Mrs, Bridget Davis, of 
Doodsborough, Lucan, 

Mrs... Davis, it appears, spent the evening 
of Tuesday, the 12th uist.. with some friends 
In Dublin. After visiting the Harold's 
Cross greyhound racecourse they returned to 
Lucan, and the: car in which they travelled 
was driven into the yard of the Old Spa 
Hotel. While ‘sitting on a wall which bounds 
the underground passage of the old hotel, Mrs. 
Davis overbalanced, falling a distance of about 
nine feet. 43 


NOTE LEFT FOR HUSBAND. 

At. the inquest, the woman's. husband, 
Thomas: Davis, a labourer, gave evidence ol 
identification, -His wife, he said, was thirty- 
two years old, i 

On. the evening of the 12th inst. he returned 
from work at about 5.40, and found that his 
wife was at home, He found a note 
awaiting .him., which, read :. '' Dinner - over ; 
put soup in bowl; Mick will get pint of oil

From the note. which was in his wife's 

handwriting,-he understood that she had gone 

to vistt some: friends. _He remained about the 


away, and, assisted by Mr. Barr, carried his 
wife into the house and laid her on a couch. 
He asked what had occurred, and Mr. Barr 
replied : “ Your wife has met with an acci- 
dent. She has fallen off her bus. Mr. 
Barr then said: “Let her stand for a few 
minutes. Mr. Messervy gave her some cham- 
pagne and it went to her head.”’ 

He got some brandy from Mr. Barr and 
gave his wife a few spoonfuls of it. .She 
then became easier and fell into a doze. 

At about 6 o'clock next morning he asked 
his wife how she came to fall off the ‘bus, 
and she replied :—' I fell off no ‘bus. You 
had “better see Mr. Barr.” 

When he saw Mr. Barr and asked him 
what had occurred, Mr. Barr said —'' We 
went up to the Spa Hotel in Mr. Messervy’s 
ear, and 1 lifted her out to get'a little fresh 
air. - I toek her over to sit on a wall and we 
fell over 1t.”’ 

The witness then called in a doctor, who 
ordered his wife’s removal toyhospital. He 
had since learned that his wife had been at 
Harold’s Cross races, but he was not aware 
that she. had been there on previous occasions. 

In reply to Mr. Reddin, solicitor, who ap- 
peared for Mr. Messervy, the witness said 
that Mr. Barr was a temperate man. He 
had often seen his wife take a bottle of 
stout; but he never saw. her take a whiskey 
and soda: She was very enthusiastic about 
dogs, and at one time owned eleven dogs. 

Dr. Nora Stack stated that death was due 
to pneumonia following the injuries, which 
could have been caused by a fall. 


DRINK AT THE RACES. 


Mr. Barr, giving evidence, said that. he 
had known Mrs. Davis for many years. She 
had been an intimate friend of. the family 
ever since she came to his house as a servant. 

On the day in question he met her on the 
5.50 ‘bus by accident. She was going to 
Harold’s Cross. He had had an appoint- 
ment to meet her and his daughter 
and Mr. Messervy in. the . Metvro- 
pole. All four had dinner at the. Metropole, 
during which each of them had a large 
whiskey. ‘They had a brandy with the 


at Haroid’s Cross he stood the party some 
wine. The amount of drink taken would be 
about two glasses each. Mrs. Davis was not 
drunk, They did not visit the Spa Hotel. 
Thev got no drink there. The reason why 
he did not think of getting:a doctor was that 
he did not think that’ Mrs. Davis was seriously 
hurt. 
WOMAN'S STATEMENT. 

Sergeant McGrath, Lucan, gave evidence of 
visiting Mrs. Davis inf the hospital on the 
15th inst., when she made the following 
statement : 

“1, Bridget Davis, having the fear 
death before me and no earthly hope of re 
covery, saveth as follows :— 

“On last night [ went to Harold’s Cross to 
the dog racing. I left mv house about 7.15 
p.m. and boarded a ‘bus for Dublin. Warner 
Barr, Lucan, boarded the bus outside Lvons’s 
house, Lucan, and both of us went together 
to the dogs. I there met Mr. Messervy and 
Eileen Barr, and the four of us remained to 
gether. 

“I backed one dog and it Jost. and I then 
hacked another dog—‘ McKenna’s Dream’ 
and it won. I don't know what money I 
got 

‘‘ After this dog winning Mr. Barr. Miss 
Barr, Mr. Messervy ani I went to the bar. 
Mr Messérvy bought champagne, poured 
it into a glass, ane handed it th 
me. 1 drank it. but wasn't sure 
what it was. I never drank that stuff before. 
T drank two glasses, as far as I can remem. 
her. I never remembered anything after drink 
ing the two glasses of champagne. 

“The next thing I remember was waken. 
ing this morning in my own house at a 
quarter to six. I was then very sore and sick 
and not able to stir hand or foot. 
Lazy idea that I got a bump or fall, but could 
not remember where ot how.” 

THE VERDICT.

Sweet Lavender has come to town, and 
cverywhere through the roar of the trafli« 
we hear the fower-women cry ‘‘ Lavender 
or flowers ” as they proffer their fragrant 
bundles to all and sundry. Despite the 
bad weather which this summer has given 
us, lavender appears to be very plentiful, 
and in many gardens which have other- 
wise suffered from the heavy rains bright 
patches of this charming. old-world plant 
still hold their own sturdily. Lavender 
should be cut when in its prime, and dried 
thoroughly in a sunny place. In this way 
it will last for a considerable time, retain- 
ing its fragrance till next year’s supply 
is available to take its place. 


A Wexford Swannery. 


In that picturesque stretch of water 
which drains the reclaimed lands adijoin- 
ing Wexford Harbour there are now, I am 
told, numerous swans. During the past 
few months the majority of the swans were 
domiciled some miles away in the lagoon 
at Lady's Island. . They will probably 
remain in their present quarters, where 
there is plenty of suitable submarine 
sustenance at the verge of the sea, during 
the winter months. The cygnets are not. 
quite so numerous as in previous years. 
This is probably the result of the in- 
clement summer we have had. There is 
one lonely little cygnet which is fending 
for itself in a secluded corner: it has 
evidently been deserted very early in its 
career, Tourists arriving at Rosslare 
from Fishguard are delighted with the 
spectacle of the swans sailing majestically 
in the calm waters. ' 


The “ Luck” Penny. 


_ Belief in luck dies hard, and in many, 
if not all, districts of the South of 
Ireland it still plays a very important 
part in most business transactions. In 
the buying and selling of cattle. sheep 
and pigs, and even in the purchase of 
lands, the seller is inveriably expected to 
return so much per cent. of the money 
received in payment to the buyer; if he 
fails to do this, there is danger of the 
purchaser losing his luck. This money, 
which is usually referred to as the “ luck 
penny, is a recognised part of the trans- 
action, the amount being decided upon 
by mutual agreement when the deal is 
being made. 

In country districts if a hatching hen 
is borrowed, a penny is always paid for 
the loan; otherwise the lender may lose 
his luck In the same way. a knife or a 
ty not be accepted as a present 
unless a voenny be exchanged. Probably 
this last} has some connection with the old 
superstition that “ a scissors cuts love.’’ 

Another common belief, which I think 
is to be found in many parts of the 
country, is the feeling that it is unwise 
to refuse an offer from a dealer should 
he desire to purchase anything in your 
possession.

One thing at any rate, seems ‘to have 
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LAMIS Castle, the ancestral home of 
the’ Duchess of York, was built 
towards the end of the 10th century, and 
the formal records of its history had ‘no 
sooner been opened’ than the inevitable 
chapter of legend and romance began. It 
began with the death of the Scottish “ng 
Melcolm II. The oaly contemporary 
chronicle that has survived records his 
death without any suggestion of foul play, 
but tradition asserts that he was stabbed 
by the treacherous dirk of Kenneth V. on 
Hunter’s Hill, and carried by his body- 
guard to Glamis Castle, where he expired. 
Up two flights of the narrow, winding 
staircase they hurriedly bore him, then 
along a dimly-lit corridor, and into the 
small forbidding apartment where he 
breathed his last, and which is still faith- 
fully preserved as ‘‘King Malcolm’s 
Room.” 

The castle was then in the possession. of 
the Crown, and was one of-the favourite 
residences oí the Scottish sovereigns, 
which ts why this King Malcolm and then 
King Duncan came to die there Readers 
of Shakespeare will be already familiar 
with the murder of the latter, which was 
perpetrated by Macbeth in another eerie 
apartinent near the famous secret 
chamber, and still known as ‘‘ Duncan’s 
Hall.”’ Whether Lady . Macbeth was 
actually the real instigator of this 
dastardly crime, as legend says she was, 
can never now be known, hór can the 
ultimate cause of the fatal dispute be 
even satisfactorily conjeetured; but 
nothing could surpass the sense of realism 
and horror which the apartment inspires 
in everyone acquainted with its legendary 
annals, and it is amusing to recall how a 
peep into it overwhelmed the already un- 
settled composure of Sir Walter Scott 
when he spent a night in “ the wild and 
straggling hoary old pile’’ as a youth of 
nineteen. He had just visited ' The 
King’s Room,’’ and encountered the secret 
chamber, and, upon seeing ‘‘ Duncan's 
Hall,” he went straight to his bedroom in 
a remote corner of the castle feeling, as he 
‘much too far from the living, and 
somewhat too near the dead,” It is an 
impression which all who visit the castle 
for the first time are well acquainted 
with, though famiharity with its 
modernised interior soon composes tie 
apprehensive quiverings, 


MURDER. 


\nother tragedy which tradition assigns 
to the castle was the murder of Sir John 
Lyon, the first of the Glamis line, by Sir 
James Lindsay of Crawford, though some 
suy that he was slain ia duel with Sir 
James. But the story treasured in the 
legends of the castle is that Sir James 
slew him in bed, and there have been 
attempts to locate the room, and even the 
four-poster couch, where the wicked deed 
was done. It is, im any case, true that 
Sir James Lindsay had to flee from court 
to escape the vengeance of King Robert 
I]., whose daughter, the Princess 
Johanna, Sir John Lyon had married in 
romantic, though, fortunately, happy cir- 
cumstances. 

More authentic, or, at least, less open 
to legendary inference, was the calamity 
that befell the widow of the sixth Karl cf 
Strathmore, who had himself suffered 
much through his spirited defiance of 
(‘romwell.

Undoubtedly, the Congress Party in 
India has scored its greatest success with 
the boycott. In India the big merchants 
disperse their activities many 
markets, and the large cotton dealer is a 
potent force in the sugar, piece-goods or 
copper markets.

Absurdity can go no further, 
and we may sympathise with the 
European Association of Calcutta in its 
doubtful attitude to the Round Table 
Conference and to the Simon Report. 

The unexpectedly vocal outburst of this 
body has caused no little surprise, since 
hitherto Europeans in India have been 
exceedingly patient. Now it seems that 
the almost impossible situation and the 
death of their commerce are stimulating 
them to action, and the opposition’s 
demand at Monday’s meeting for a return 
to the Morley-Minto reforms of 1909 
undoubtedly represents the views of a 
large section of the white community. Mr. 
Hessling, leading the opposition, stated 
that India had no industries except those 
‘which had been founded by Great Britain 
“Now, he asserted, “we propose to 
chuck away everything, proving traitors 
towards our descendants.’’ The proceed- 
ings became heated, and we need not 
follow them.

a reckless rate. The exchange has been. 
depressed unduly, and, although a sum 
of £10,000,000 in gold has been shipped 
to London during the current year, no 
appreciable improvement has been marked. 
Mr. Scullin’s Government has resorted to 
heroic measures to relieve the situation, 
and for the next three years the Australian 
people will pay dearly for their folly.

Storm and Flood. 


August, as it runs its dismal course. is 
outdoing the bleakness of July, and those 
are lucky who took their holidays in June. 
The weather of the last few days has been 
peculiarly depressing. Rain has fallen 
ceaselessly from leaden skies; sloppy 
streets and chilly air have taken the 
heart out of summer and have given a 
premature attraction to the domestic 
fireside. On Wednesday strong winds 
increased the general discomfort. The 
storm was felt in all parts of Ireland, and 
we print to-day a considerable, and most 
untimely, catalogue of loss. In many 
places low-lying areas have been flooded ; 
houses and bridges have been damaged, 
and the joint forces of wind and rain have 
played havoc with the crops. Since the 
fertile counties of Kildare, Wexford. 
Tipperary and Limerick have been among 
the chief sufferers. we must fear that 
many farmers’ hopes of a good harvest 
are doomed to disappointment—a more 
serious matter than the spoiling of city 
holidays. In Dublin the rain brought 
the familiar floods to the Clontarf and 
Marino districts. A tragic result of the 
abnormal weather is the wreck of the 
yacht@Islander in a heavy gale off the 
Cornish coast. We can have little doubt 
that six lives have perished with her and 
that the House of Commons must mourn 
the loss of Commodore H. D. King, M.P., 
who was a gallant soldier in the Great 
War. There is only a slender prospect 
that August’s remaining days will do 
anything to redeem the black record of 
its first three weeks. The barometer is 
ominously low; an intense depression is 
centred -over Ireland,. and the weather 
forecasts indicate a continuance of wind 
and rain throughout the British Islands, 
We shall be wise to forget—if we cannot 
forgive—this hapless month, and to Jook 
hopefully towards September, which has, 
perhaps, a more consistent character for 
good weather than any other month of the 
vear, The glory of a really fine September 
would be enhanced by our miserable 
memories of August.

A Woman’s “ No.” 


Ruritanian romance has dedicated the 
smaller States of Kastern Europe to royal 
adventures of the heart which always 
move gallantly and end happily. In this 
matter, we fear, fact is not a consistent 
supporter of fiction. Once again the 
affairs of the royal house of Rumania 
have thrust themselves upon the world’s 
attention. Two years ago Princess Helen 
divorced her husband, then the Crown 
Prince Carol, on account. of his mis- 
conduct with another woman. Their son 
Michael became King, and Carol went 
into exile; but he returned some months 
ago, deposed his, little son and. was 
acclaimed King by the Rumanian people. 
Now, it seems, Carol desires to regularise 
his position. He proposes to secure the 
annulment of the divorce, to make 
Princess Helen his Queen, and then to 
celebrate his coronation in the odour of 
sanctity. ‘This arrangement has the full 
approval of the Government, and of the 
people, in whose hearts the Princess 
Helen holds a high place. Indeed, there 
is only one obstacle, but it is a serious 
obstacle—the Princess Helen herself. It 
is reported that she refuses steadfastly to 
take back her former husband, and is 
unmoved even by his threat. to remove her 
son from her keeping. Queen Marie, the 
King's mother, is trying to bring the 
royal pair together. M,. Maniu, the 
Prime Minister, has pleaded with the 
Princess in vain, and even the efforts of 
that skilful diplomat, M. Titulesco, the 
RumanianeAmbassador to. England, have 
been unsuccessful. It is said that the 
King now threatens to accept the divorce 
and to marry a French woman of noble 
birth; but still the Princess Helen ‘s 
obdurate.

Despite the fact that there was a south- 
westerly gale in the Channel yesterday, 
with the wind reaching gusts of fifty to 
fifty-five miles per hour, His Royal High- 
ness “the Prince of Wales flew from 
Lympne to Berck (near Le Touquet) this 
afternoon, arriving at the French Aero- 
drome at 5.15. :

WEBB.

DESIGNED NEW FRONT TO 

BUCKINGHAM PALACE, 

Sir Aston Webb, a past President of the 
Royal Academy, died in London yesterday 
at his home in Hanover terrace, W., aged 
eighty-one years. He became President of 
the Royal Academy in 1919, and held the 
position until 1924. 

Sir Aston was awarded the Albert 
Medal of the Royal Society of Arts in 
1927. He also secured the Royal Gold 
Medal of Architecture (English 1905 and 
American 1907). A noted architect, he 
designed the new front to Buckingham 
Palace. He was created a Knight in 1904. 

Sir Aston also designed the architectural 
surroundings for the Victoria Memorial 
outside Buckingham Palace, the Admiralty 
Arch at the east end of the Mall, the com- 
pletion of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, the Royal College of Science and 
the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology, South Kensington; the 
restoration of St. Bartholomew, and the 
French Protestant Church, Soho. The 
magnificent Naval College at Dartmouth, 
where several members of the Royal 
Family, including the King, received their 
naval training, was also designed by him.

The funeral, which will take place on 
Monday, will be preceded by a public 
Service in St. Paul’s Cathedral at twelve 
o'clock 

The. place of interment has not been 
decided upon. ‘It has been suggested 
that he should be buried in the nave of 
St. Paul's,” a close friend told a Press 
Association reporter yestercay, “ but it is 
the family’s wish that he should be buried 
with other members of the family.”

A’ FORMER MINISTER OF 
MINES. 

A Pres Association Parliamentary 
Correspondent writes:—In the House of 
Commons, Commodore King commanded 
a very remarkable degree of respect among 
members of all parties. He was an ex- 
cellent speaker, with the sailor's 
characteristic breeziness and outspoken- 
ness on occasion. Unlike many Ministers, 
his ‘voice could always be Héard in every 
part of the Chamber. After serving an 
apprenticeship to office as a parliamentary 
private secretary he was appointed one of 
the Unionist Whips, and no one could be 
more efficient in shepherding his parlia- 
mentary colleagues into the division lobby. 
He rapidly obtained further promotion 
when he was appointed Financial Secre- 
tary to the War Office. His chief task 
then, in addition to answering the daily 
stream of questions, was to explain in de- 
tail the expenditure on the Army, which 
he did with good humour and thorough 
mastery of his subject. 

As Minister of Mines he had one of the 
most difficult posts in Mr. Baldwin’s last 
Government, inasmuch as the passing of 
the Eight Hours Day Act had created 
rather embittered feelings among the min- 
ing members, and during the time he held 
the office he had to face very severe criti- 
cism of the administration of the Ministry 
by the Labour members. 

Commodore King, however, faced the 
ordeal with his usual bluff and cheerful 
equanimity. In his case one thing could 
always be relied on, and that was that he 
had studied his brief, and that he was not 
to be “ caught out ” by any slip in his 
facts. 

The success with which he withstood 
the repeated attacks made on him, and 
the vigour with which he occasionally re- 
torted to his opponents, had greatly 
strengthened his position in the House, 


"and marked him out-as one of the coming 


men of the Conservative Party. But it 
was noteworthy that Commodore King, in 
his repeated clashes with his critics, never 
stooped to personalities, that he always 
kept the tone of the debate at a high level, 
and that he succeeded in winning the re- 
spect and esteem even of those who most 
bitterly censured some of his acts. 

Commodore King had a great admira- 
tion of working miners, and he often told 
his friends that he gained that estimation 
of them after coming into contact with 
them during the war. There were many 
miners among the men under his command 
at Gallipoli. 

In appearance the Commodore was of the 
open-air type. He was well built, and had 
a strong, clean-cut face. In private life 
he was inclined to be a little taciturn, but 
was ever kindly, and had a quiet sense of 
humour. 

One of his Parliamentary colleagues said 
yesterday that Commodore King did extra- 
ordinarily well in Opposition during the 
passage of the Coal Bill, and was 
altogether “ a very versatile, likeable, and 
genuine man.”

Before the war Commander Searle was 
an architect practising in London. In 1914 
he joined the Navy, with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Commander, and served in 
Salonika. He was mathematician on board 
the Iron Duke, Ear! Jellicoe’s flagship, at 
the battle of Jutland. Commander Searle 
was later in command of the Drake 
Division, R.N.D., at Chirnside, near 
Berwick-on-Tweed. While stationed there 
he married Miss Dorothy Ross-Hume, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ross-Hume, of 
Ninewells, Chirnside. There are no 
children. 

Commander Searle left Foulden House, 
his home near Berwick-on-Tweed, about 
seven days ago to join the Islander at 
Southampton. Mrs. Searle did not accom- 


ny him, and is in residence at Foulden 


ouse. News of the accident was broken 
to her by the Press Association reporter. 
She was so stunned by the shock that she 
refused to believe it true.

SIR O. NIEMEYER'S

MELBOURNE, Phursday. 

The statement by Sir Otto Niemeyer on 
the financial position of Australia, de- 
livered to the Conference of Common- 
wealth and State Ministers, is published 
to-day. 

Sir Otto Niemeyer critically reviews 
Australia’s position. Australia, he says, 
is off Budget equilibrium, off Exchange 
equilibrium, and faced with. considerable 
internal and external unfunded and 
maturing debts. The credit of the country 
is at a lower ebb than that of the other 
Dominions, not excluding India. 

The only minor alleviation is that, apart 
from the £36,000,000 of unfunded debt, 
there are no external obligations maturing . 
in the financial year 1930-31 ; and, there- 
force, Australia has a period of two years 
in which to put her house in order. 

The Australian standard of costs as com- 
pared with the rest of the world, is in- 
creasing rapidiy. Wool prices may main- 
tain approximately their present level, but 
Sir Otto Niemeyer considers that it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to see how wheat will 
not drep further. 

There “is no sign, the statement cén- 
tinues, that Australian production | is 
responding to what is now a well-marked 
international plienomenon—namely, . an 
increase in, productivity per head.. There 
is also evidence that the standard of living 
in Australia has reached a point.economi- 
cally beyond the country’s. capacity. 

Sir Otto Niemeyer considers the resolu- 
tions adopted bythe conference are both 
wise and.necessary. Australia, he ‘says. 
cannot remain for ever under a régime of 
emergency tariffs and rationed exchange.

All the Governments_represented at the 
conference declared their fixed determina- 
tion to balance their respective Budgets for 
the current vear.

The first person to see that anything 
was wrong with the yacht was a man 
named Eadie, who saw two men on deck 
lighting flares, and what appeared to he 
two women in the cockpit. It is thought, 
however, that he may have mistaken tw6 
men wearing ‘‘tam-o’-shanters’’ for 
women, Crowds of sight-seers visited the 
scene of the wreck yesterday. Remnants of 
the yacht were strewn over part of the 
beach, and her broken masts had come 
ashore. 

The story of how the rescuers fought 
courageously in. the darkness against 
furious winds and foaming seas, but just 
failed in their mission, was told by Mr. 
F. S. Roseveare, whose farm stands on the 
cliff top. With his son Ralph, Mr. Rose- 
‘veare was the first to go to the aid of the 
stricken boat. 

‘‘Té was about nine o'clock last night 
when Dr. Fox, of London, who was camp- 
ing on the cliff, came to me with the news 
that the yacht was ashore,’” said Mr. 
Roseveare. ‘‘ My son.and I got out our 
car and went to Polruan to tell the ..ast-

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THE SKIPPER. 

The captain of the yacht is believed to 
be Qaptain Harry Lucas, of Mount 
Soberton, Fareham, Hampshire. He was 
thirty-two years of age, married, and had 
two children. He had been captain of the 
vessel for two years, and was usually 
accompanied by his brother, Walter Lucas. 
aged seventen, who is the only other 
member of the crew. i 

Mrs. Stoneage, of Southampton, aunt 
of the Lucas brothers, told a Press Associa- 
tion reporter that, so far as she knew, her 
nephews were aboard. She had received 
no letters for some little time, but they 
had been cruising with the yacht all the 
summer.

SERIOUS. DAMAGE. CAUSED B 
! RAIN AND GALE. 
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WIDE AREAS UNDER WATER IN 
MANY PARTS OF IRELAND. 


Réports from all parts of Ireland indicate 
that excepticnally bad weather is being 
experienced. Much damage has been done 
to reps and property by flooding, and, 
generally, agricultural” operations are re- 
stricted, There is poor prospect of a good 
harvest: i 

Our. Naas Correspondent telegraphs :— 
Followíng the abnormaily heavy rainíalls of 
this week, large aréas Of Jand in the Rathan- 
gan drainage district have been flooded. 

In the townlands of Graigues, Robertstown, 
AllenWood, and Derrymullen whole fields are 
flooded, and’ for wide stretches around cocks 
of hay may be seen floating on the water. 

The potato crop in these localities is 
coinpletely destroyed. 

“A DESPERATE PLIGHT.” 

Members of an investigating party who 
visited. the scene yesterday informed me 
thatthe inhabitants of the Hoodtd areas are 
in a desperate plight. In some cases housés 
are inundated to a depth of two feet, and 
the. occupants are taking shelter with their 
less unfortunate neighbours.

COUNTY REPORTS. 


POOR HARVEST PROSPECTS 

COUNTY WEXFORD—In many parts the 
corn crop, a great part of which is ready 
for reaping cannot be touched. As a result of 
the heavy rainfall on Wednesday the saving 
of hay has been rendered very difficult. 

COUNTY KILKENNY.—The reports from 
various parts of the county indicate that vast 
areas of corn crops are lodged and are 
in many places under water, particularly 
in low-lying districts’. The greater portion 
of the hay erop is in a hopeless condition, a 
great quantity being still on the ground and 
virtually useless. 

COUNTY GALWAY.—The continuous rain 
is having a ruinous effect on all crops. Much 
hay is still unsaved. The corn crops are 
heavily lodged and the potato crop is already 
showing signs of rotting. Fortanately, turf 
was saved during the fine weather of June, 
otherwise the outlook for farmers is the worst 
for years. 

COUNTY CORK.—The corn crop is lying, 
the hay crop in some parts is beyond salvage, 
while potatoes have become sodden in the low- 
lying fields. If the weather improves there is 


i vet a chance for farmers. to save portion of 


the crops, but the outlook for a good harvest 
is poor. “The Mest Rev. Dr. Browne, Bishop 
6f Cloyne, has addressed a communication to 
all. parish priests in the. diocese directing 
them to add prayers for fine weather. 

COUNTY LIMERICK.—Hay in low-lying 
districts has not yet been saved, The oat 
crop has also suffered, but not to the same 
extent, the crop standing up fairly well. The 
potato crop will, it is feared, be poor. There 
has been much flooding along the valley of 
the Mulcair. River from Pallas to Dromkeen, 
and a large tract of pasture land is under 
water. 

COUNTY MEATH.—The hopes of an abun- 
dant harvest enter*ained earlier in the sea- 
son now seem certain of disappointment. 
Stockowners are feeling the position acutely, 
and farmers generally will be at a big loss. 
Unless a change for the better sets in the 
crops in ali district® will be atterly ruined 

The potato crop. in particular, is very dis- 
appointing, and the hay crop in Jow lying 
areas is severely affected. The grain crops, 
which should have been reaped this month, 
are in a very backwerd condition, 


COUNTY WICKLOW.—lThe fine weathe:

COUNTY ROSCOMMON.—In the Counties 
Roscommon and Westmeath the oat crop over 
extensive areas is lying, and in many cases 
vot is setting in. In these districts the oat 
crop will all be lost unless the weather picks 
up at once. It has been raining persistently 
every day since last Sunday, and for weeks 
before that every day was more or less wet. 
Blight has practically extended to every field 
of potatoes, and there is a heavy odour of 
decay from districts near Athlone and Ros- 
common towns. The Shanriow yesterday has 
risen. one foot, and floods are threatened 
should the present weather continue. 

COUNTY TIPPERARY.—The Dad River 
has spread its waters for miles around in the 
great flat tract of land north of Pallas, mid- 
way between Tipperary and Limerick, and 
large quantities of hay and other produce are 
ruined, Blight has ravaged a great part of 
‘the potato crop in the Glen of Aherlow, Hay 
that was saved early in the season is floating 
in vast sheets of water in Bansha. Houses 
are flooded from the waters of the River Arra, 
which has submerged a wide area, 

COUNTY DERRY-—Hay has been swept 
away in some instances by floods, and corn 
has been beaten down. Besides the heavy 
damage thus caused the difficulty of harvest- 
ing is immensely increased, In County Derry 
the position ia so grave that prayers are being 
offered fot good weather. ae 

COUNTY TYRONE—Serious myer | pre- 
vails. CropS aloug the banks of. the Rivers 
Mourne and Finn have been. flooded, on- 
siderable damage has been done,.especially to 
the potato ‘crops, and fields of oats partly 
reaped have also suffered damage. . The 
Recreation Park, Strabant, “is: completely 
flooded. 

COUNTY SLIGO--A strong gale, accom- 
panied by heavy rain, caused considerable 
damage,to hay crops in the Sligo district on 
Wednesday night. The Sligo-Bandoran roa: 
was blocked by tree branches blown down by 
the gale, “and at Cranmore, on the outside of 
the town, a falling branch broke a Shannon 
scheme cable, which electrocuted» a horse 
grazing in the field below. The animal was 
the property of Mr. John Mills, Distillery 
lane, Sligo. 


GALE IN THE NORTH. 
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EXCITING RESCUES. 
BELFAST LOUGH. . 

A gale, accompanied by: heavy rainfall. 
swept over Belfast and thea greater part ot 
Northern Ivelaad.on..Wednesday right and 
yesteday morning, and there is considerable 
flooding in low-lying districts.
